Confronting one of our candi- 
dates for baptism, one Sunday 
morning, I asked him if he was all 
ready to be baptized that night. 
To my surprise he said, ‘No, I am 
not, I do not feel ready to be bap- 
tized.”’ I appreciated his honesty, 
but I asked him why. Through the 
conversation that followed I 
learned that someone had visited 
him and discussed the Bible with 
him, so I asked him who. He said 
a Jehovah Witness from Borger, 
a town which is twelve miles away. 
This was a blow to me, Calling the 
young man by name I told him to 
keep those people out of his House 
and to never let them in again. He 
being shocked asked why, so I 
tried to explain to him. 

Of course I realized the young 
man did not know the difference, 
as so many people, and thought if 
a person had a Bible in their hand 
and wanted to teach him about it, 
they were supposed to be all right. 
He told me that the Jehovah Wit- 
ness was to come back on Thurs- 
day night. I asked him if he mind- 
ed if I would visit him and just 
happen to be there the same night 
and he said he did not. 

So during the week I read my 
Bible and all the literature I 
could onthe Jehovah Witness cult. 
Someone in my church had given 
me one of the Jehovah Witness 
books to read, so I had read as 
much of it as I could stomach and

Finally he started by looking at 
the young couple and said, ‘Well, 
we talked about the Kingdom of 
Heaven last week and now we-will 
talk about who shall inherit the 
new heavens and earth.” Then he 
turned to me and asked me who I 
thought was going to inherit the 
new heavens and new earth. I very 
cautiously told him that in II 
Peter 3:13, it says the rnghteous 
will dwell there. 

Then while he was fingering 
through his Bible I asked him very 
abruptly if he was a Christian. 
He said, “Well, I hope so!” I also 
asked him on what he based his 
hope or faith? To this he replied, 
“The Kingdom of Heaven,” 

Then I said, “But sir, there is no 
salvation in the Kingdom of Heav- 
en. Salvation is in Christ. Paul told 
the Philippian jailer in the book 
of Acts to, ‘Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ... ,’ not in the King- 
dom of Heaven.”

Second Article on Confessing Christ Before Men

“Whosoever therefore shall confess me before men, him

(Last week we showed that there is wonderful assurance of salvation in confessing 


Christ before men as Christ command 


. and how baptism is commanded’ for Christians 


as a public profession of faith, and how blessed it is. Now we continue on this great 
theme. If you are not to be ashamed of Jesus, note what is involved.) 


Ill. We Are to Confess Christ 
by Standing With His 
Faithful Prophets 


The principle that the Christian 
should openly claim Christ ‘before 
men reaches every area of the 
Christian life. Not oniy in the 
public testimony and church mem- 
bership and baptism, but i.one’s 
stand with God’s faithful prophets 
and with God’s Word we are to 
claim Christ. openly. 

It is well to study the whole 
passage in which our text is found. 
In Matthew 10:32, 33 the Lord 
Jesus said, “‘Whosoever therefore 
shall confess me before men, him 
will I confess also before my Father 
which is in heaven. But whcsoever 
shall deny me before mena, him 
will I also deny before my Father 
which is in heaven.” But in the 
whole passage are many com- 
mands and promises involved in 
confessing Christ before men. 


1. Christ Is Come to Cause Divi- 
sion and Variance and Strife, 

and He Intends Christirns to 

Take Sides 

Many think that the great mark 
of a faithful Christian is to love 
everybody without any dlistinc- 
tion as to principles or righteous- 
ness or the good of the cause 
of Christ. But that is not what 
Jesus teaches in this passage. Im- 
mediately after the text, in Mat- 
thew 10:34-37 Jesus said: 


“Think not that I am come fo 
send peace on earth: ! came not 
to send peace, but a sword. For I 
am come to set a man af variance 
against his father, and the daugh- 
ter against her mother, and the 
daughter in law against her moth- 
er in law. And u man’s foes shall 
be they of his own household, He 
that loveth father or mother more 
than me is not worthy of me: and 
he that loveth son or daughter 
more than me is not worthy of 
me.” 


Do you shun strife? But it ts 
inevitable for a good Christian. 
I do not mean personal anger, 
nor malice, nor attempts to do 
anyone harm. I mean that there 
are two great forces—Christ and 
the Devil, truth and falsehood, 
right and wrong—and that the 
good Christian must take sides. 
Where Christ Himself comes He 
makes an issue. He divides men. 
He did not come to bring peace, 
but a sword, He says. “for 1 am 


come to set a man at variance 
against his father, and the daugh- 
ter against her mother, and the 
daughter in law against her moth- 
er in law. And a man’s foes shall 
be they of his own household.” 
No Christian can be faitoful aid 
avoid some of the odium which 
properly goes with being a good 
Christian. The world who hates 
Jesus Christ will hate the Chris- 
tian who is much like Jesus 
Christ. Even the Christian who 
hesitates to be out-and-out for 
Christ will necessarily ‘criticize 
and resist the Christian wno does 
leave the world and take a plain 
stand for Christ. 


So we are plainly told that fath- 
er or mother, son or caughtcr, 
must not hinder us from serving 
Christ. Our love for the Lord Je- 
sus must be so overwhelming that 
all other love seems as hate com- 


pared to it. Others ought to have} 


so little influence with us, if they 
are influences against Christ, that 
it will seem as if we cared noth- 
ing at all for their opinion. So 
as Jesus said in a similar passage 
in Luke 14:26, “If any man come 
to me, and hate not his father, 
and mother, and wife, and chil- 
dren, and brethren, and sisters, 
yea, and his own life also, he can- 
not be my disciple.” ‘lhe true 
Christian life is not a life of ease. 
If we be true to Jesus Christ, 
there is heartache in it. With Je- 
sus Himself there was the bloody 
sweat of Gethsemane, the traitor’s 
kiss from Judas, the denial by 
Peter, and the disgrace that came 
from the scourging, the naked- 
ness, the spittle in His face, and 
the cross. And so in the same 
chapter, Matthew 10:24, 25, we 
are told, “The disciple is not 
above his master, nor the servant 
above his lord. It is enough for 
the disciple that he be as his 
master, and the servant as his 
lord. If they have called the mas- 
ter of the house Beelzebub, how 
much more shall they call them 
of his household?’’ 


True Christianity, then, is in- 
evitably opposed to the so-called 
ecumenical movement, This idea 
of everybody getting in the same 
church just to please men, every- 
body following the same program, 
ignoring plain convictions, com- 
promising on doctrine and on 
methods, is the opposite of the Bi- 
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ble command. Christians are to 
claim Christ openly so that it will 
mean heartache and loss of friends 
and loved ones. 


2. Thus Claiming Christ Means 
Taking Sides for the Men Who 
Stand True to Christ 


And now back to the words of 
Jesus in Matthew 10. [In verses 
40 to 42, following His blessed 
promise about confessing Him be- 
fore men, Jesus said: 

“He that findeth his life shall 
lose it: and he that loseth his life 
for my sake shall find it. He that 
receiveth you receiveth me, and 
he that receiveth me _ receiveth 
him that sent me. He thut receiv- 
eth a prophet in the name of a 
prophet shall receive a prophet’s 
reward; and he that receiveth a 
righteous man in the naine of a 
righteous man shall receive u 
righteous man’s reward. And 
whosoever shall give to drink unto 
one of these little ones a cup of 
cold water only in the name of ua 
disciple, verily I say unto you, he 
shall in no wise lose his reward.’ 

One who received one of these 
apostles who went out preaching 
Christ’s Gospel received Christ. 
Anyone who receives a prophet in 
the name of a prophet shall re- 
ceive a prophet’s reward. Any- 
body who takes sides with a right- 
eous man in the name of. his 
righteousness will receive a right- 
eous man’s reward. And whoever 
will give even a cup of cold water, 
and does it as a way of taking 
sides and giving support end help 
to one who is a true disciple, ‘‘he 
shall in no wise lose his reward.” 
You see, confessing Christ means 
also taking sides with the people 
who are true to Christ. 

How many Bible examples come 
to mind. 

Paul wrote to the people at 
Corinth: “Be ye followers of me, 
even as I also am of Christ. Now 
I praise you, brethren, that ye re- 


member me in all things, and keep | 


the ordinances, as I delivered 
them to you” (I Cor. 11:1, 2). 
Those who were true to Christ 
were true to Paul, God’s true 
apostle. Those who obeyed God 
obeyed Paul. 

To those blessed Christians in 
Macedonia who were so filled with 
the Spirit and gave so liberally 
beyond their power, Paul said, 
“And this they did, not as we 
hoped, but first gave their own 
selves to the Lord, and-unto us 
by the will of God” (II Cor. 8:5). 
Those who gave themselves to 
&hrist gave themselves to Paul. 
Paul stood with Christ and for 
Christ. All who stood with Jesus 
Christ must stand, then, with 
Paul in these matters where he 
was right. 

A prisoner at Rome, Paui wrote 
to Timothy saying, “‘Be not thou 
therefore ashamed of the testi- 
mony of our Lord, nor of me his 
prisoner: but be thou partaker of 
the afflictions of the gospel ac- 
cording to the power of God” (II 
Tim. 1:8). One who was. not 
ashamed of the testimony of the 
Lord and spread that testimony 
boldly must not be ashamed of 
Paul, God’s prisoner. One who was 
for the testimony which Paul 
preached must be a “partaker of 
the afflictions of the gospe!},”’ 
which afflictions Paul suffered. 
There is no way to be true to 
Christ without taking sides for 
the men who suffer for Christ and 
stand true to Christ at great cost. 

How often this appeared also 
in the life of Moses. Those who 
opposed Moses opposed the Lord. 
When Korah and others rose up 
against Moses, wanting to be 
priests like Moses and Aaron, God 
opened the pit and took them 
alive to Hell at Moses’ word 
(Num. 16). When Aaron and Mir- 
iam wanted to be equal with 
Moses, God struck Miriam with 
leprosy in public punishment 
(Num, 12). 

Again and again God identified 
Himself with Moses. When the 
people murmured in the wilder- 
ness and God sent fiery serpents 
among them, we are told of their 
sin thus, “And the people spake 
against God, and against Moses” 
(Num, 21:5). 


And after the horrible idolatry 
of the golden calf, “Moses stood 
in the gate of the camp, and said, 
Who is on the Lord’s side? let him 
come unto me...” (Exod. 32:26). 
One who was on the Lord's side 
had to be on Moses’ side. One 
who was against Moses was 
against God. 

This principle goes throughout 
the Bible. One who is for God is 
for God’s true prophet. 


8. Today Faithfulness in € ‘onfess- 
ing Christ Openly Means We 
Must Take the Part of Those 
Who Are True to Christ 


The application of the Scripture 
is often the most painful part. 
But honest men must not dodge 
the application of Christ's com- 
mands to their own lives. Today 
God expects those who would 
claim Christ openly to take sides. 

For many years the beloved Dr. 
W. B. Riley fought boldly in de- 
fense of the faith. He wrote many 
books. He helped found the 
World’s Fundamentals  Associa- 
tion. How grateful to God all of 
us should be for his bold stand. 

Yet, when he was an old, old 
man drawing near to death, he 
felt that on one matter he had 
not claimed Christ openly as he 
should. So he wrote an article tor 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD and for 
other Christian magazines in 
which he said that he dared not 
die in the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention (now the American Bap- 
tist Convention). He felt that it 
would be a sin to be counted with 
those who support modernism and 
to be counted as a fellow-worker 
with modernists who control 
many of the American Baptist 
schools and the denominational 
program. So he came out and 
publicly proclaimed it. That was 
one way of confessing Christ. 

I think he saw that he ought 
to have done this long before. 
Now it was too late to bring His 
church, the First Baptist Chuych

of Minneapolis, out from the 
American Baptist Conventicn. He 
had already resigned. Although 
now he came out from association 
with the American Baptist Conven- 
tion and its ties with the Federal 
Council-of Churches (now the Na- 
tional Council of Churches), yet 
he had lost long years that he 
might have been telling everybody 
to come out and be separate. But 
that dear man of God, my noble 
friend and revered brother, did 
claim Christ openly. Publicly he 
took his stand, coming out of the 
Convention as a matter of being 
true to Christ and confessing Him 
before men. 

A noble man of God wrote me 
the other day that he did not be- 
lieve in the denominational semi- 
naries having modernists to corne 
and speak. He did not believe in 
counting a Jewish rabbi as broth- 
er and having him lead in prayer 
in a denominational college. And 
I think he was thoroughly sincere 
and honest, yet unfortunately ke 
is counted on the side of those 
people. He is not thus, in the 
minds of many people, confessing 
Christ openly. He does not take 
a stand with those who lcse 
friends for Christ’s sake and who 
stand as prophets of God, warn- 
ing against sin. 

I helped to organize the Na- 
tional Association of Evangelicals. 
I was on the committee that pre- 
pared the way for the second and 
major organizational meeting in 
Chicago. I believed then and be- 
lieve now that I ought to have fel- 
lowship with all born-again Chris- 
tians who believe the Bible and 
the great doctrines of the faith 
and are true to Christ in life 
and doctrine, though they may or 
may not be in major denomina- 
tions where some ‘have gone 
wrong. I say, I felt I could prop-

erstwhile fundamentalists, it is 
quite a different matter. 


“Different, not because he is 
above other men, but different 
because it was totally unexpected, 
and as such caused us great pain. 
To our minds his behaviour con- 
stituted a betrayal—I do _ not 
write with bitterness, but with 
pain. I have read—-‘to his own 
master, he. standeth or ialleth,’ 
but I also must think of the vast 
multitude who will fail because 
of this influence, and his unholy 
associations. 


“We heard of your accident and 
we were afraid—afraid that you 
would go to be with the Lord, 
leaving no one to take your place. 
But it pleased God to spare you 
that you might fulfill your work, 
fulfill it to the praise end glory 
of His name. 

“We pray often for you and 
Dr. Bob, two grand old men; yes, 
we pray that God would make the 
remaining years of your lives full 
and fruitful in His service. You 
both are blessed men, eternity 
shall reveal it.

erly co-operate with the good men 
of God, those who had come out 
of major denominations and those 
who stayed in but were out-and- 
out for Christ and the Bible. 

I was honored with a place on 
the International Commission, but 
I earnestly told the chairman cf 
that commission that I would not 
be a party to,any attack upon 
fundamentalists. I know. that 
some fundamentalists are so con- 
cerned about the inroads of mod- 
ernism that they are not always 
discreet and perhaps not always 
kind. A man to whom killing 
snakes is a matter of life _or 
death can be forgiven if he 
knocks off a few rose blossoms 
saving his child from snakes. 
Sometimes those who oppose mod- 
ernism without proper discern- 
ment oppose good Christians, too, 
and that grieves me. 

But if it comes: to a showdown 
between those who are standing 
out-and-out for Christ and the 
Bible and the historic Christian 
faith on the one hand, and against 
those who compromise and stay 
in the middle of the road and try 
to please everyone—then in a 
showdown I must take the side 
of the man who is suffering for 
Jesus and boldly taking a stand 
for the faith. So when there came 
a slashing attack (and I think un- 
warranted and unchristian and 
unkind) against a great funda- 
mentalist leader, I needed to re 
sign from the International Com-

BAPTIST STANDARD, Which Editorially Opposed Dr. Billy 
Graham When He Was a Fundamentalist, Now Praises 
Him Since He Runs With Modernists: Dr. Feezor 
Sneers at Fundamentalists

In the Baptist Standard itor 
July 23, Dr. Forrest C, Feezor, 
the executive secretary of the 
Baptist General Convention of 
Texas, had an article entitled, 
“Billy Graham Is No Deceiver.” 
The article was the Baptist de- 
nominational leader’s reaction to 
the June 20 SworD OF THE LORD 
in which the editor reviewed ex- 
tensively the book, falsely named 
Cooperative Evangelism, by Dr. 
Ferm, paid propagandist for Dv. 
Billy Graham. 

Dr. Feezor did not face the 
facts in our review, as of course 
he could not well do. How could 
he back up the foolish and slan- 
derous statements of Dr. Ferm 
that D. L. Moody and Billy Sunday 
yoked up with modernists as does 
Dr. Billy Graham, and that Christ 
and the apostles did the same? 
How could he agree with Dr. 
Ferm that R. A. Torrey, J. Wil- 
bur Chapman, and Sam _ Jones 
were not major evangelists? How 
could he wave aside the plain 
commands in Romans 16:17, 1S, 
in II Corinthians 6:14-13, in Ephe- 
Sians 5:11, and in II John, verses 
7-11, not to yoke up with unbe- 
lievers, not to receive them in 
our houses, not to bid them Geod- 


speed? 


No, Dr. Feezor was not inter- 
ested in those problems in his 
article. No, it was easier to at- 
tack those who defend the Word 
of God and to say “jealousy,” 


“envy!” 


Dr. Feezor then sent copies of 
his article to other Southern Bap- 
tist papers and brougnt pressure 
on Texas Baptist pastors to write 
Dr. Graham and to accuse this 
editor and Dr. Bob Jones and to 
send us copies of the letters. Sev- 
en of them did so,. and one of 
them let the cat out of the bag 


and quoted what Dr. Feezor had 


told him to say about this un- 
worthy editor. 

Dr. Graham, in the Baptist 
Standard, defended Southern Bap- 
tists and particularly the Co- 
operative Program involving 
Louisville Seminary, which had 
had Nels Ferre, Emil Brunner, 
Robert McCracken, and other 
pronounced modernists as speak- 
ers. His letter was published in 


the Baptist Standard, which here- 
tofore had been openly opposed’ 


to Dr. Graham and now is ior 
him. 

We are not surprised that one 
who has backed up the fellowship 
with the worst-infidels in Ameri- 
ca at Louisville Seminary and at 
other Southern Baptist institu- 
tions should now defend Dr. Billy 
Graham for the same disobedience 
to the Bible. 

We publish here the editor’s 
letter to Dr. Feezor. 

A letter came from Dr. Feezor’s 
secretary, acknowledging receipt 
of the letter and saying it would 
be called to Dr. Feezor’s atten- 
tion, but weeks have gone by and 
no answer from Dr. Feezor.

Dear Dr. Feezor:; 

Someone called my attention to 
your article in the Baontist Stana- 
ard for July 23, “Billy Graham Is 
No Deceiver.” May I, in brother- 
ly fashion, offer some comments. 

First, let me say that to defend 
a friend, and to defend a man of 
God, is always praiseworthy. No 
one should fall out with you for 
saying that you love and pray for 
Billy Graham, and_ feel that 
“Graham is being strange:y used 
of the Lord.’ I rejoice in Dr. 
Graham’s open door, and in the 
message that he has preached, and 
the souls he has won. | pray for 
him daily, and have for ten years 
or more, , 


Second, may I suggest that it 
seems strange to me that it is so 
much easier to write mean things 
about me than to write to me. 
Some years ago.I wrote you when 
you were pastor of the First Bap- 
tist Church of Waco, Texas, in- 
viting you to speak at a confer- 
ence at Latham Springs at the 
Baptist Assembly Ground. You did 
not even answer. You will forgive 
me, I am sure, if I say that 
seems to represent a biased atti- 
tude which: would color anything 
you would write on the question. 
Many tell me, and I believe. them, 
that you have been a noble, fer- 
vent preacher of the Gospel and 
that you would have been a bless- 
ing to many at the conterence. If 
you could not come or felt it un- 
wise to come, a. brotherly word 
could have said so. But who will 
take this seriously as an objective 
and spiritually minded estimate of 
this poor editor-evangelist, and his 
stand, from a man who would not 
even write to me in response to 
a kindly invitation? 


Why Not Face the Issue of 
Obeying the Bible? 

Third, it seems to me that an 
editorial given over to name-call- 
ing and which wholly dodges the 
issue lacks something which a 
good intelligent man iike yourself 
would. miss. If you believe it right 
for Christians to yoke up with 
unbelievers, to support modern- 
ists, to endorse them publicly, to 
send converts to join their church- 
es, why did you not say so? And 
if you do not think that is right, 
then where does your positicn dif- 
fer from -mine? 


If you..know some Scriptures 
which nullify the plain statements 
of II Corinthians 6:14-18, II John, 
verses 7-11, Ephesians 5:1i, and 
Galatians 1:8, 9, could you not 
have said so? Or if I have mis- 
understood those Scriptures, could 
you not have explained them? 


It is easy to say “jealousy” and 
“envy.” When a lawyer has a 
poor case, he can, if he has not 
too much principle, accuse wit- 
nesses of lying and attack the 
character of those who bring an 
honest suit. But does not a good 
preacher of the Gospel have some 
better way than that to deal with 
theological problems? 


Why Did Texas Baptists Op- 
pose Dr. Graham When He 
Opposed Modernism? 

And fourth, may~-d remind you 
that when Dr. Graham took a 


plain stand against modernism, 
when he invited me and other 
fundamentalists to be on _ the 


board of Northwestern Schools 
where he went as president, then 
you Baptist brethren in Dallas 
were against him in the main, 
and it was quite a struggle to 
have him in the First Baptist 
Church there, and in the city- 
wide campaign. Now that Dr. 
Graham runs with modernists and 
says God has bypassed funda- 
mentalism, has endorsed’ the 
movie, ‘““‘The Ten Commandments,” 
and the Revised Standard Version 
of the Bible, then you feel very 
much like defending Dr. Graham. 
But I was defending him many 
years when our Baptist friends in 
Texas were attacking him. Do you 
remember? When Dr. Graham 
walked in the steps of Dr. W. B. 
Riley, Texas Baptists did not care 
for him, Now that he runs with 
Norman Vincent Peale, Jolin 
Sutherland Bonnell, and with the 
leaders in Union Theological Sem- 
inary and the equally radical sem- 
inary in the San Francisco Bay 
area, you Texas Baptists defend 
him very weil.

To a teen-ager who defends 
Elvis Presley and rock-and-roll 
music: 


It was nice to have your letter. 
I understand teen-agers, I suspect, 
better than you suppose. I have 
six girls, and the baby is now nine- 
teen, so I have gone with them 
through these teen-age years, and 
with their friends. And we sing to- 
gether, we have played tennis to- 
gether, we bowl together, and have 
a wonderful time. 

Now I do not care so much for 
rock-and-roll music. You probably 
won't care so much for it after you 
are a little older. If you have good 
education and run with good peo- 
ple, you will learn more about 
music and develop better taste. I 
do not think rock and roll is so 
bad. I do not enjoy it because I 
think the music is not very good 
music. But then I had a better 
chance to learn good music than 
most people have, and you_ prob- 
ably will learn more and develop 
better taste as you go along. You 
certainly write a nice letter for a 
fifteen-year-old girl. You are sen- 
sible, and no doubt sincere, and I 
am glad to have your letter. 

However, you make one mistake 
that all of us have a tendency to 
make. You say that if any teen- 
agers have gone wrong, some adult 
has pushed them into it. It is na- 
tural for us to all mare or less 
make excuses for ourselves and 
blame other people. The simple 
truth is that both teen-agers and 
adults have a fallen nature, a sin- 
ful nature, and all of us have to be 
on guard against temptation. No- 
body has to lead somebody wrong. 
We all have so much natural bent 
toward wrong and so much temp- 
tation to sinning that we can go 
wrong without blaming it on any- 
body else. And it is not just a

few young people or a few adults; 
the plain truth is that all of us 
have to watch ourselves, stay in 
good company, pray for God’s help, 
if we are going to do right and 
live good lives. 

That is why we need to watch 
our environment and watch about 
things that will lead us wrong. 
Young people do not mean to go 
wrong when they dance, or neck. 
And they sometimes think that 
older people are quarrelsome and 
that they do not understand young 
people, when we insist that young 
people must beware of temptation 
in these matters. The truth is that 
good young people as well as bad 
young people, good adults as well 
as bad adults, all need to watch 
themselves. We need to stay in 
good company and avoid tempta- 
tion. The simple sad truth is that 
that is the way people are made. 
And so one who dallies with temp- 
tation in petting and dancing, etc., 
is likely to turn out doing things 
they never intended to do. And all 
of ous, of course—teen-agers, 
preachers, and all—want not to do 
anything we would be ashamed 
of. So we need to watch our step 
and avoid temptation. 


Young people often think they 
are so strong that they can take 
care of themselves; when they get 
a little older they will find out, 
sometimes to their sorrow, that 
nobody can afford to put himself 
in the way of temptation because 
sooner or later he will do things he 
never intended to do. 

I do not enjoy Elvis Presley’s 
singing. I think he is just a young 
fellow riding on popularity and 
subject to the same temptations as 
other men. I think he has not lived 


‘a very good life and I am sorry. I 


think the temptations that go with 
popularity and money are_ too 
much for him just as they would 
be too much for most other young 
people. But I do not blame teen- 
agers for that. 

I would like to hear from you 
again at any time. And I want you 
to know that I love young people, 
I understand them pretty well, and 
God has led many thousands of 
teen-agers to love and trust me 
and ask my counsel. So if ever I 
can be a friend, I should like for 
you to write me again.

Johnny Sure Can’t 


We have been hearing a lot in 
recent years about Johnny’s not 
being able to read, but according to 
reports revealed by the Detroit 
Free Press, reading isn’t the only 
thing Johnny isn’t learning at 
school. That paper reported only 
ten per cent out of one thousand 
recent high school graduates who 
had applied for jobs as clerical 
assistants in one two-year period 
were able to pass the county civil 
service commission examinations. 
This was’ especially alarming 
since the examinations were de- 
signed to test educational levels 
no higher than the seventh grade. 
The one-hour examination con- 
sisted of one hundred and twenty- 
five questions of seven types: 
simple arithmetic, arithmetical 
reasoning, grammar, alphabetical 
filing, spelling, name comparisons, 
and meaning of words. 

In sampling some of the exami- 
nation papers at random, the Free 
Press discovered that one 1957 
graduate with an above average 
scholastic record missed eleven 
of fourteen spelling questions, 
seven of fourteen grammar ques- 
tions and had an overall score 
of forty-nine correct answers out 
of ninety simple questions at- 
tempted. Another high school 
graduate with a C- school aver- 
age missed twelve of fcurteen 
grammar questions, six of fiftecn 
spelling questions, and ended 1° 
with an overall average of fifty- 
three per cent on the questions 
attempted. If all the questions 
were counted, the average would 
have been thirty-eight per cent. 
The commission stated that these 
graduate applicants were not ex- 
ceptions, but the rule. 


Apparently there is little need 
for Russia .to worry about any 
serious competition in days to 
come from future generations of 
American scientists, mathemati- 
cians, and what-have-you. John 
Deweyism, progressive education, 
and other whims which have sub- 
stituted pupil’s preferences and no 
discipline for the old-fashioned 
fundamentals of education, have 
done their dirty-work in our 
American educational system. 

God help America!

Clark W. Blackburn, general di- 
rector of the Family Service As- 
sociation of America, had some 
sobering statistics for American 
parents in a This Week article 
recently. He stated that the Unit- 
ed States Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare has re- 
ported a persistent rise in il- 
legitimate births, year after year, 
and that there is no sign of the 
pattern diminishing. Since 1949 
there has been a thirty per cent 
nationwide increase of illegitima- 
cy on the part of girls fifteen 
years old or younger. He called 
it “a disturbing increase’ among 
school girls and blamed “going 
steady” as “an wmnportart con- 
tributing factor,” 

He revealed: “A survey last 
year in thirteen Washington, D.C., 


public schools disclosed that il- 
legitimate births had shot up 1,000 
per cent since 1949. In New York, 
last November, 1,250 pregnant un- 
wed girls fifteen or younger were 
dismissed from public schools 
during the first two months of the 
school year. In Baltimore, half of 
the illegitimate births are among 
teen-agers. 

“The situation is reilected in 
the nation’s one hundred and 
fifty-three maternity homes for 
unmarried mothers. Nearly all are 
filled to capacity and have long 
waiting lists. At the Salvation 
Army’s thirty-four homes, more 
than half the girls are adolescents. 
Inwood House in New York, 
which has taken in girls from as 
many as as twenty states, finds 
that the largest single age group 
admitted in recent years is the 
fifteen-year-old.” 


Over-indulgence and the lack of 
strict supervision on the part of 
parents is another major contrib- 
uting factor in this sordid situa- 
tion. He quoted several teen-agers 
who got in trouble along this line. 
One seventeen-year-old said, “I 
wish Mother had been mor2 moth- 
ersome.” A fifteen-year-old moth- 
er said, “I wish my parents had 
put their foot down. I wouldn't 
have liked it, but I would have 
done what Mother said.’”’ He quot- 
ed another girl as saying bitterly, 
“I felt I wasn’t important to Mom 
because she didn’t care when I 
got home. She just wanted to be 
sure I had plenty of dates.” 


Teen-agers are not adults, even 
though they want to be treated 
as adults. They require definite 
supervision. If your daughter or 
son is involved in immorality, you 
will definitely be to blame. Your 
children are your responsibility to 
train for Christ, church and coun- 
try. :

And I say to you tonight, there 
are preachers within hearing of 
my voice that have spent restless 
nights on their knees praying for 
your husband or your son, when 
you are sleeping, as if there were 
nothing for you to be interested 
in. No one who has not filled the 
relations of pastor to a people can 
tell the hours. of agony we spend 
before God in. wrestling at the 
throne, that God may revive His 
work and save the husbands of 
our good women and save the 
children of our precious mothers, 
and bring the world to Christ. 

Thank God for the preachers! 
They have been worth all the 
world to me. And I tell you, 
brother, as long as sin is in the 
world, may God let the preachers 
stay in the world.

Which 
man here has never, never, nad 
his home circle touched by the 
hand of death? Where is my fath- 
er? Where is my mother? Where 
is my wife? Where are my chil- 
dren? These questions bring tears 
of sadness to many eyes. And I 
want to tell you men, your pre- 
cious mothers will not stay much 
longer. Many have already gone. 

I was sitting in a train some 
weeks ago with a commercial 


traveler, He introduced aimself 
and commenced talking to me. He 
said, “Mr. Jones, I have been 
reading your sermons, and I was 
very much affected. But,” said 
he, “I will tell you something that 
affected me a great deal more 
than that.” 

I said, ‘“‘What, sir?” 

He pulled out a letter, and he 
said, “You see this? It is from 
my precious, good old mother, now 


seventy years old. Read those 
sentiments.” 


They were like the sentiments 
of an angel of God. 

said he: “Mr. Jones, mother 
has been writing that way to -me 
all my life since I have been 
away from home, and it is not 
what: mother said that touches the 
heart, but it is that nervous. hand 
she holds that pen with. She is 
not going to write to me much 
longer.’ And he said: ‘When I 
answered the letter I said, ‘Pre- 
cious mother, your. boy surren- 
ders to God, and he will never give 
you any more trouble.’ ” 


Providence touches us on. ail 
sides. When I was preaching at 
Nashville I got on the train Fri- 
day evening and started home, 
and I sat on the engine with the 
engineer. 

He said to me, “Mr. Jones, you 
touched me and got very close 
to me last night at meeting.” 

Said I, “How is that?” 

He said, ‘When you told about 
your old schoolmate, Virginia,” 

The incident which I! related 
was this: One morning Ii walked 
down to an old schoolmate’s home, 
and when | walked in chere was 
the wife and mother, an old 
schoolmate of mine. I taiked to 
her kindly and took my seat by 
the side of her child, which was 
sick. There was a little two-year- 
old i#llow on his mother’s lap, 
looking like a little angel chiseled 
out of marble. When I waiked in 
I spoke to her and sat there a 
moment. 

Said I: “Virginia, I believe God 
is going to take this sweet child 
too.” 

“Yes, yes,” she said, “and this 
will be the fifth precious one God 
has taken.” 

“Well,” said I, “Virginia, did 
it ever occur to you that God was 
doing His best to save your pocr 
husband?” 

“Oh,” she said, “do you recog- 
nize what it means?” 

Said I, “I. believe it so.” 

“Oh, well,” she said, “if God 
can save my husband by taking 
these precious children I will give 
all my children up to God with- 
out a murmur.” 

She sat there, and the tears 
just rained out of her eyes on 
the face of the little sick child. 

I got up and walked downtown, 
and I found her husband, a kind- 
hearted, good fellow who had 
drunk himself to the verge of per- 
dition.- I stopped him on the walk, 
laid my hand on his shouider, and 
said, “John, I-am just from your 
house, old fellow. God is going to 
take that other sweet child. Now, 
John, your wife is bathing that 
child this moment in her tears. 
You have as good a wife as a man 
ever had. Did it ever occur to you 
that God is doing His best to save 
you from a drunkard’s grave?” 

I saw the tears start in his eyes; 
and I want to tell you today that 
that man is saved. He is one of 
the best men in our city, and an 
official member of th2 church 
that my wife belongs to. ‘Thank 
God, thank God for the means by 
which He reaches the children of 
men and leads them to a better 
life. 

God came to our home thirteen 
years ago. And if you had asked 
me: “What is the worst thing 
that can happen to you?” 1 would 
have thought in my neart, “The 
loss of my father.” I have scarce- 
ly seen a day since my father died 
—he is not dead; I never think 
of him as being dead; I just think 
of him as a father in Heaven— 
I have not seen a day since he 
told me good-by that I wouid lot 
have given anything in the world 
if I could just have my father 
back one hour, and just lean my 
head on his bosom and have him 
talk to me as he once did. But 
he is gone. Oh, when my Father 
in Heaven took my earthly fath- 
er, then it was that I realized 
that He would be a father to me 
and bless me beyond all that my 
earthly father could nave done. 

When God came to my home 
and took our little nineteen- 
month-old Beulah to that bright 


world up yonder, I-was a poor, 
cheerless, miserable’ sinner. IL 
looked in the face of that sweet 
child, and I am a great deal bet- 
ter father to my other children 
than I ever would have been if 
I did not have one in Heaven, 
Gone! and oh, how dark and 
cheerless was my home! 1 could 
not pray; I could not look to God. 
I looked down into the grave and 
it was dark, so dark! She is gone! 
That is the only one of my chil- 
dren who ever saw her father 
when he was not a Christian. That 
is the only one who ever saw her 
father when he was dissipated! 
She is in Heaven, Thank God, ‘TI 
have not a living child that ever 
looked in my face when I-was:not 
a Christian trying to set 2 good 
example and trying to lead my 
children to a better world. 

Fathers, you owe your children 
a debt. God has come very close 
to you. If taking your. property 
away from- you will. save~ you, 
God will do that. If taking your 
wife, and nothing else but tak- 
ing your wife from you will save 
you, God will take your wife. If 
taking your children, and nothing 
but that will save you, God will 
take your children. 


The engineer, sitting on that 
engine, said: “Mr. Jones, last 


night when you told about Vir- 
ginia, you got mighty close to 
me’; and the tears started down 
his cheeks. Said he: “This last 
year God came to my home and 
took the sweetest child 1}. had.

He 
calls me in every way. I believe 
it was Mr. Spurgeon who said 
that if we but had ears to hear 
we should know that Goad calls 
us in ten thousand ways. Brother, 
when you walk out in the morn- 
ing you see the sun climbing the 
slippery steeps of tie eastern 
horizon, and God speaks through 
the sun, and the sun looks down 
and smiles upon you and Says: 
“O man, I am climbing up higher, 
and my pathway grows bright- 
er. Is your pathway upward and 
brighter, like mine?” When the 
sun reaches the meridian and 
looks down again it says: “O man, 
I have reached the meridian 
height! Have you reached the 
meridian of your life? Wui you 
soon begin to decline as | now 
do?” And when he sinks behind 
the western horizon and paints a 
scene of beauty across it, he whis- 
pers back and says: “O nian, suns 
have their setting.

mission of the National Associa- 
tion of Evangelicals, and plainly 
said I would not be a party to any 
attack on fundamentalist leaders. 
When it comes to a showdown I 
must be counted, and God nelping 
me, I will be counted with those 
who are friends of the Bible and 
friends of Jesus Christ. Funda- 
mentalist leaders make mistakes 
and are only human after all. 
But at least on the great matter 
of fidelity to Jesus Christ and the 
Gospel they are right, and I must 
be counted and will be counted 
with them, despite all the slan- 
ders and attacks of the pussyfoot- 
ers and the men-pleasers and 
those so enamored of ‘‘ecumenici- 
ty.” 

Yes, if we are to confess Christ 
openly, that involves standing 
with God’s prophets and Christ's 
true disciples. 

There is a sense in which the 
only hope I can have for the con- 
tinued blessing and success cf 
THE SWORD OF THE LorD of which 
I am the unworthy editor is this: 
Those who are true to Christ will 
gravitate to support a magazine 
which is sold out to Christ and 
the historic Christian faith and 
‘soul winning. And we may know 
that those who love father and 
mother, or denominational pres- 
tige, or the praise of men more 
than God will not support a mag- 
azine which is openly fighting for 
the fundamentals of the faith, 
which “opposes modernism, world- 
liness and formalism.” We have a 
right to expect. those who are 
willing to claim Christ at~ any 
cost to stand by us as we stand 
true to Christ and the Bible. 


IV. To Stand Up for Jesus 
Openly Mearis Standing by 
the Gospel and the Word 
of God 


In the text with which we be- 
gan Jesus said, ““Whosoever there- 
fore shall confess me before men, 
him will I confess also before my 
Father which is in heaven. But 
whoscever shall deny me before 
men, him will I atso deny before 
my Father which is in heaven” 
(Matt. 10:32, 33). But the other 
Synoptic Gospels, Mark and Luke, 
add a strong statement which is 
only inferred in Matthew’s ac- 
count of what Jesus said. In Mark 
8:38 Jesus said, ‘‘Whosoever 
therefore shall be ashamed of ine 
and of my words in this adulter- 
ous and sinful generation; of him 
also shall the Son of man be 
ashamed, when he cometh in the 
glory of his Father with the holy 
angels,” 


Naturally a statement so all- 
important as this would have been 
given more than once. It was 
probably repeated in ditferent 
words more than once in the same 
address. And so the meaning was 
enlarged in each repetition, Not 
only will the Lord Jesus claim us 
now before the Father when we 
claim Him before men, but when 
Jesus returns to earth jn the 
glory of the Father with His holy 
angels, to reign on earth in that 
millennial reign, the Lord Jesus 
will be ashamed of those who are 
ashamed of Him now. 


But the important addition in 
this study is this: Jesus identifies 
Himself with His Word. One who 
is ashamed..of..Jesus is ashamed 
of the Bible. One who claims 
Christ openly must claim the Bi-

ble openly. For Jesus said, ““Who- 
soever therefore shall be 2shamed 
of me AND OF MY WORDS... 
of him also shall the Son of man 
be ashamed....” 


In the similar account in Luke 
9:26 we have exactly the same 
statement. Jesus said, “For who- 
soever shali be ashamed of me and 
of my words, of him shall the Son 
of man be ashamed... .” Christ 
and the Bible are identified .in this 
matter... One cannot be true to 
Christ without being true to the 
Bible. One cannot deny Christ 
without denying the Bible. 


So when one comes to the mat- 
ter of openly claiming Christ be- 
fore men, aS We are commanded, 
he faces this obligation, too. He 
must, if he would be true to 
Christ, be true to the Word of 
God. He must; if he would truly 
claim Christ before- men, stand 
up for the Word of God. 


You see, Christ is the incarnate 
Word (John 1:1). The Bible is 
the written Word.. The two are in- 
separably linked together. Colos- 
Sians. 3:16 says, “Let the word of 
Christ dwell in you richly.” The 
Bible is Christ’s Word. In John 
12:48 Jesus plainly said that men 
Shall be judged’ by His words. So 
here we find Jestis saying that one 
who is ashamed of Christ will 
be ashamed of His words, or one 
who is ashamed of His Word will 
be ashamed of Christ. [Likewise, 
it is inferred that one who con- 
fesses Christ before men will take 
a stand for the Word of God. 

And when one stands for the 
Word of God, he is standing for 
the men who stand for the Word 
of God and against the false 
teachers who dishonor the Word 
of God. Here Christ and His Word 
and true defenders and preachers 
of the Word are inevitably linked 
together by the Scriptures. 


1. One True to Christ Then Must 
Defend the Gospel 


There is, according to the Scrip- 
tures, one true Gospel. It is de- 
fined by divine inspiration in I 
Corinthians 15:3, 4 as “how that 
Christ died for our sins according 
to the scriptures; And that he was 
buried, and that he rose again 
the third day according to the 
scriptures.” So _ specificaily one 
who is not ashamed of Christ’s 
words will not be ashamed of the 
plan of salvation which He gave, 
which He preached, and which He 


made possible by His atoning 
death. 
So Paul said, “For I am not 


ashamed of the gospel of Christ: 
for it is the power of God unto 
salvation to every one ctnat be- 
lieveth’’ (Rom. 1:16). One who 
stands up for Christ must stand 
up for the true Gospel. 

How great was the concern of 
the Spirit-filled Apostle Paul on 
this matter! He was inspired to 
write warning of those who 
“would pervert the gospel ol 
Christ.’’ He said, ‘But though we, 
or an ange! from. heaven, preach 
any other gospel unto you than 
that which we have preached un- 
to you, let him be accursed. As 
we said before, so say I now 
again, If any man preach any 
other gospel unto you than that 
ye have received, let him be ac- 
cursed” (Gal. 1:8, 9). Any differ- 
ent gospel, any different plan of 
salvation than that which Paul 
had preached, was so wicked and 
such a perversion that Paul was 


while. The morning services, 9:30 
to 10:20, with Hyman Appelman 
speaking on, ‘Blazing Truths about 
the Holy Spirit,’ have revolution- 
ized the lives of many of our peo- 
ple.

inspired of God to pray that one 
who preached such a_ gospel 
should be damned! It is oniy fair 
to infer that Paul meant that one 
who had another gospel was not 
saved and would go to Hell and 
ought to go to Hell. And the at- 
titude of sound gospel preachers 
and Christian people sught to be 
to say amen to the damnation of 
anybody who would not come in 
the appointed way and by the 
true Gospel of a crucified and 
risen Saviour who died and rose 
again in perfect fulfillment of the 
Scriptures. 

So Paul exhorted the Philippian 
Christians, “That ye stand fast 
in one spirit, with one mind striv- 
ing together for the faith of the 
gospel.”’ Christian people ought to 
strive, ought to take sides, ought 
to be outspoken on the essential 
faith involved in the Gospel it- 
self. Being true to Christ is be- 
ing true to the Gospel. Confessing 
Christ is openly proclaiming and 
defending that Gospel. 3eing 
ashamed of Christ is_ being 
ashamed of the Gospel. 


So we are not surprised when 
Jude writes: “Beloved, when I 
gave all diligence to write unto 
you of the common salvation, it 
was needful for me to write unto 
you, and exhort you that ye 
should earnestly contend for the 
faith which was once delivered 
unto the saints.’’ Concerning the 
matter of salvation “it was need- 
ful,” if Jude were to be true to 
Christ, to exhort. Christians, “that 
ye should earnestly contend for 
the faith which was once deliv- 
ered unto the saints.” Some mock 
at the defense of the.faith. And 
some mock at open, public pros 
fession of Christ as Saviour. Both 
mockers are wrong. One ought 
to claim: Christ before men by 
testimony, by church membership, 
by baptism, and by standing with 
the noble men of God who stand 
true. Thus people ought to ccn- 
tend for the faith as a way of 
openly confessing Christ before 
men. Those who are ashamed of 
Christ and His words wil] find 
Him ashamed of them when’ He 
returns, and will be ashamed be- 
fore Him at His coming and wiil 
lose their rewards in the king- 
dom. 


2. Not Only in the Gospel Itseff, 
But in the Essential Doctrines 
of Christianity Involved, One 

True to Christ Must Take 

Sides 

Should a Christian break §fel- 
lowship with another on matters 
of doctrine? Not necessarily on 
minor doctrines which ao. not 
cause division. ‘“‘Him that is weak 
in the faith receive ye, but not 
to doubtful disputations” (Rom. 

14:1). But those who cause divi- 


sion on certain essential doctrines | 


are to be avoided (Rom. 16:17). | 
We are to have “no company’ 
that they may be ashamed (lI 


Thess. 3:14). The Christian is to 
“have no fellowship with the un- 
fruitful works of darkness, but 
rather reprove them” (Eph. 5:11). 
And all this is because Christ 
identifies Himself with His Word 
and says, “Whosoever theretcre 
shall be ashamed of me and of my 
words in this adulterous and sin- 
ful generation; of him also shall 
the Son of man be ashamed, when 
he cometh in the glory of his 
Father with the holy angels.” 

Does the Bible specify particu- 
larly some doctrines that are es- 
sential to Christian fellowship, 
some doctrines on which there 
must be general agreement to 
have true Christian fellowship? 
Yes, it does. 


We are warned in II John that 
“many deceivers are entered into 
the world, who confess not that 
Jesus Christ is come in the flesh. 
This is a deceiver and an anti- 
christ.” That is, one who dees not 
accept what the Bible says, that 
the Jehovah of the Old Testament, 
the Christ prophesied, is now come 
in the flesh, God in human form 
—such a one is a deceiver and an 
antichrist. We are warned to “look 
to yourselves, that we lose nat 
those things which we _ have 
wrought, but that we receive a 
full reward.” 

Then verses 9 to 11 give this 
solemn warning: ; 

“Whosoever transgresseth, and 
abideth not in the doctrine of 
Christ, hath not God. He that 
abideth in the doctrine of Christ, 
he-hath both the Father and the 
Son. If there come any unto you, 
and bring not this doctrine, re- 
ceive him not mto your house, 


' because he 


neither bid him God speed: kor 
he that biddeth him God specd 
is partaker of his evil deeds” 
Here we are told that those who 
sinfully do not abide in the doc- 
trine of Christ do not have God, 
are not converted, are not God’s 
children, One who denies, not in- 
cidental doctrine but the essential 


| Bible teachings about the person 


and work of Christ, is not saved. 
The incarnation, the deity, the 
blood atonement, and hence the 
virgin birth, and bodily resurrec- 
tion of Christ, are these essentials 
in “the doctrine of Christ.’ One 
Who denies these truths about 
Christ is simply not a Christian, 
He “hath not God.” One can be 
saved and be wrong about bap- 
tism or he may be wrong about 
the church or may be wrong 
about details of the second coming 
of Christ or about the Lord’s 
Supper, but one who denies the 
essentials concerning the person 
and work of Jesus Christ simply 
is not saved. 

What should the Christian do 
about fellowship with those who 
deny the virgin birth or deny the 
inspiration of the Bible through 
which we receive this dcctrine? 


temember it is “the words” 
which Jesus said some will be 
ashamed of—‘of me and my 


words.”’ And He will be ashamed of 
them. So one who denies certain 
great essentials, including the in- 
spiration of the Bible, the virgin 
birth, the blood atonement, the 
bodily resurrection of Jesus Christ, 
is not only a deceiver and an anti- 


christ but is unconverted. He 
“hath not God.” 

Christians, then, are plainly 
commanded: “If there come any 


unto you, and bring not this doc- 


trine, receive him not into your 
house, neither bid him God speed: 
For he that biddeth him God 
speed is partaker of his evil 
deeds.”’ 


One who stands up ‘or Christ, 
then, must expect division, or @s 
Jesus said, “variance.” Jesus said, 
“I come not to send peace, but 
a sword.’ So one who confesses 
Christ before men must confess 


'His Word and certain great doc- 


trines of the Word. One who con- 
fesses Christ, then, must break 
with and avoid those who dery 
these essential doctrines of the 
Christian faith. If one be true 
to Christ, then he must take sides 
against those that are wrong in 
doctrine. 

The modern idea of compromis- 
ing men, that Christian love re- 
quires one to have a modernist 
on the platform, pat him on the 
back, call him brother, have him 
lead in prayer, send new converts 
to his church, is wholly unknown 
in the Bible. One who bids God- 
speed to one of these deceivers, 
antichrists, who “hath not Goad” 
denies the essential 

Christ—I say one 
who does: that is ashamed of 
Christ and of His Word, and cf 
him Christ will be ashamed when 
He comes with His angels*in the

They use the 
King James Version and other 
standard reliable versions of the 
Bible and then they quote Mof- 
fatt’s and the Revised Standard 
Version also, Some magazines are 
for separation and then advertise 
the. licentious Hollywood film, 
“The Ten Commandments.” Some 
magazines support some _ good 
causes and then support denomi- 
national schools that are tainted 
with evolutionary teaching, dis- 
belief in. the Bible, doubts about 
the verbal inspiration, poisoned 
with modernism. 

THE SWORD OF THE LorD does 
not waver. It does not dodge nor 
hedge. .For twenty-four years, 
without evasion, in love and often 
with tears, but always plainly, 
understandably, we have stood for 
the great fundamentals of the 
Christian faith. No one has any 
reason to ever doubt where THE 
SWORD OF THE LORD stands on any 
of the essentials of the historic 
Christian faith. So the modernists 
naturally will not give money to 
support THE SwWorD OF THe LOorRp. 
We send the modernist churches 
no members. We send the modern- 
ist’&schools no students. We give 
the modernist leaders no prestige. 


Also, the “New Evangelicals” 
who are not fundamentalist and 
not modern, not quite in and not 
quite out, half ox and half ass, 
will not give very much to sup- 
port the work of THE SworpD or 
THE LorD. We are for the old. kind 
of evangelicalism, and not for 
some new, modified, trimmed- 
down, dressed-up, “we are not 
against anybody but the funda- 
mentalists” kind of new evangel- 
icalism. No, THE Sword oF THE 
LorD is out-and-out for the fun- 
damentals of the faith and for 
the defense of the faith, out-and- 
out for soul winning and revivals, 
out-and-out against sin, contend- 
ing earnestly for the faith while 
we tenderly woo the sinner and 
warn him of judgment. 


THE SwoORD OF THE LorRD is 
forthright, honest, out-and-out, 
and so deserves the support of 
that kind of Bible-believing Chris- 
tians. 

2. We are for the vertal i- 
spiration of the Bible. 

By that we mean that God gave 
the very words of the original 
manuscripts, as the Bible explicit- 
ly claims that He did. Dr. Edman, 
president of Wheaton College, 
says that our stand is “the dic- 
tation theory’? which he does not 
hold. So regretfully we asked his 
resignation from our Co-operating 
Board. 

Christian Life magazine, in ar- 
ticles by two professors in Whea- 
ton College, said that man may 
have been on the earth for 200,060 
or 300,000 years,. preferring. to 
take the estimates and specula- 
tions of scientists instead of the 
indications of Bible chronology. 
We know that Bible genealogists 
intentionally leave some gaps and 
we do not suppose that Ussher’s 
chronology is precisely accurate. 
But we believe that the intent 
and properly understood § state- 
ments of the Bible are exactiy 
and infallibly correct—in science, 
in history, and in every other mat- 
ter. 

Dr. Bernard Ramm, of Baylor 
University, in his book, The Chris- 
tian View of Science and Scrip- 
ture, thinks that in the Old Testa- 
ment, revelation was limited not 
only by. the weakness of the He- 
brew language but by the inade- 
quacy of Hebrew culture. We do 
hot. We believe in the verbal in- 
spiration of the Bible anc hence 
in its infallible accuracy, as orig- 
inally given, in every matter that

ble as the only absolutely reliable 
and perfect book of science in the 
world, although it does not speak 
in modern scientific language. We 
believe the Bible is the only in- 
fallibly correct history in the 
world, though we do not regard 
every word of every translation, 
and every word by every copyist, 
as necessarily being infallibly true 
to the original. 

In this world of doubts and un- 
belief, THE. SWoRD OF THE LOkD 
has no doubts and stands for the 
verbal, plenary (complete) inspir- 
ation of the eternal Word of God. 
If that means we are “rank” 
fundamentalists, then we are 
rank. If that means we are ‘ex- 
treme’ fundamentalists, then we 
are extreme. And we speak our 
piece and stay with it year in and 
year out, and take our stand on 
the front page of every issue of 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD.

3. We believe in

» We believe in the absolute deity 
of Christ. That is, Jesus is Gad 
in human form, the Messiah, the 
Christ, foretold throughout the 
Old Testament Scripitires. That 
means that the Lord Jesus Christ 
is as eternal as the Father, as sin- 
less as the Father, that He is the 
Creator of all things. 

We believe in the deity of 
Christ, so we believe in the vir- 
gin birth of Christ, as the Bible 
clearly teaches. We believe in the 
miracles worked by Christ record- 
ed in the Bible. We believe in 
the unique sinlessness of His life. 
We believe that He died for our 
Sins, and that He arose bodily 
from the grave and ascended to 
Heaven.

4. We believe in Christ’s blood 
atonement. 

Yes, every issue of Tue Sworp 
OF THE LorD for twenty-four years 
has said so on the front page. A 
famous evangelist wrote Dr. Tom 
Malone at Pontiac, in excuse for 
yoking up with modernists in his 
campaigns, that these were good 
men, but that they simply dif- 
fered with us on verbal inspira- 
tion of the Bible and “theories of 
the atonement.”

the life: no man cometh unto the 
Father, but by me.” This means 
faith in Jesus Christ and His shed 
blood at Calvary only, not in His 
Kingdom. 

I remember a conversation that 
another student and I had with a 
Jehovah Witness over a telephone, 
while still in school. We made the 
fatal mistake of trying to argue 
with the man. For instance, the 
word hell was mentioned as taught 
in the Bible as a faet. So he pro- 
ceeded to try to disprove the fact 
by explaining the Greek word for 
hell. Then he told us what it 
meant in the Dutch language, next 
in Spanish, then in French and fi- 
nally left us in Germany. It be- 
gan to dawn on us that we were 
losing ground, so the other fel- 
low that was with me asked the 
Jehovah Witness if he had been 
saved from his sins. This sort of 
took the wind out of the Jehovah 
Witness’ sails. Those words were 
foreign to his vocabulary, because 
he did not know what they meant. 

An old familiar adage that I 
have heard since I was a kid is, 
“Let’s give the Devil his dues!” 
In so doing we will have to say 
one thing about the Jehovah 
Witnesses, that they are not afraid 
to pass out the literature that they 
believe in. They have a zeal that 
many of us Christians lack and 
should have. What Scriptures they 
know they really know, even 
though they may be misinterpret- 
ed. Most of them we find are well 
read in their doctrine and Watch 
Tower literature. But the Bible 
speaks of a zeal of God without 
knowledge in Romans _ 10:2-3, 
where it says, “For I bear them 
record that they have a zeal of 
God, but not according to knowl- 
edge, For they being ignorant of 
God’s righteousness, and _ going 
about to establish their own 


Neruples of Conscience 


However, the Jehovah Witness 
overlooked the fact that it was the 
body that God created and not the 
breath. In another separate act 
God breathed into the nostrils of 
man the breath of life and man 
became a living soul. If we could 
stop just when God had created 
man we would see no more than a 
clay statue, without life and un- 
able to exercise his body for the 
glory of God, But Adam began to 
walk and to fellowship with God in 
the Garden of Eden when God 
breathed into his nostrils. This was 
actually part of God that was put 
into man, so we can see quite read- 
ily that it shall not die. But en the 
contrary it must live somewhere 
forever. 


This makes a good parallel or 
picture of the sinner. Before he 
is saved he cannot do anything to 
please God nor to merit salvation. 
He is much like the clay statue, 
but when God breathes into his 
heart and life, the sinner revives 
and actually begins to live. The 
word inspiration actually means 
“God breathed” and the Scriptures 
tell of. their inspiration. ‘Then 
Christ says Himself that heaven 
and earth shall pass away but my 
Word shall not pass away. So if 
God’s Word shall not pass away, 
neither shall His voice or the soul 
of man. 


It is not my concern at the pres- 
ent time to split hairs over dichot- 
omy or trichotomy, but to show 
that the Scripture teaches that the 
body and soul are separate and 
after death the soul lives on. The 
Preacher in Ecclesiastes says in 
12:7, “Then shall the dust return 
to the earth as it was: and the 
spirit shall return unto God who 
gave it.” From the Scripture in 
Matthew 10:28, which says, “And 
fear not them which kill the body, 
but are not able to kill the soul: 
but rather fear him which is able 
to destroy both soul and body in 
hell,” we see there is a difference 
between body and soul. 

When Jesus Christ spoke to Jai- 
rus’ daughter and told her to arise, 
the Scripture says, “And her spir-

righteousness, have not submitted 
themselves unto the _ righteous- 
ness of God.” So we see that lost 
people are zealous at times. The 
Bible tells us that the Devil is 
also zealous, ‘“‘because your adver- 
sary the devil, as a roaring lion, 
walketh about, seeking whom he 
may devour.” (I Peter 5:8). 


Body and Soul the Same, Says 
“Jehovah Witness” 


The Jehovah Witness went on 
to tell me that when man dies, the 
so-called soul dies with man, be- 
cause man is soul. He used the 
Scripture in Genesis 2:7, where 
it says, “And the Lord God formed 
man of the dust of the ground, 
and breathed into his nostrils the 
breath of life: and man became a 
living soul.’’ He continued by say- 
ing, “You see, here the body and 
soul are synonymous, so when the 
body dies the soul dies, because it 
is body. The words “spirit” and 
“wind” have the same meaning in 
the Scripture. In the Greek the 
word spirit means wind. So when 
we die we quit breathing or tgk- 
ing in wind, so therefore the spirit 


‘ or soul is dead.” 


It really amazes me that most 
of the Jehovah Witnesses, wheth- 
er they have ever been to school or 
not, claim to know Greek. When 
Charles Taze Russel?, the instiga- 
tor of this hellish philosophy, was 
asked in court to state upon oath 
as to whether he knew Greek or 
not, he said yes! Then he was pre- 
sented with a Greek New Testa- 
ment by Wescott and Hort and 
asked to read the letters of the 
Greek alphabet at the top of the 
page, When he could not, the court 
again asked him if he knew Greek 
and without blushing he said no.

He continued by saying that. 


when a person died his soul died 
and that was it, until the saints 
were raised to life again, meaning 
that at the present time the dead, 
both saints and sinners, were not 
living or existing at all. Then I 
said, ‘Let us turn to Matthew 22: 
32 which says, ‘I am the God of 
Abraham, and the God of Isaac, 
and the God of Jacob? God is not 
the God of the dead, but of the 
living.’ So from this we learn at 
least the saints are living.” 

The Jehovah Witness said, “Sure 
He will be their God when they are 
resurrected to life again.” I re- 
minded him that was not what the 
Scripture said. 

Then he said, ““Time after time 
the Scriptures say that the soul 
that sins shall die or be.destroyed.”’ 
And he quoted the Scripture, “.. . 
The soul that sinneth it shall die” 
(Ezek. 18:4b). So I tried to ex- 
plain to him that the word destroy 
did not mean complete annihila- 
tion. For instance you are driving 


your car down the highway and 
you have a wreck. It is damaged 


until it is a total loss. You say 
the car was completely destroyed, 
but it did not pass out of existence. 
All the material is still there. It 
has been altered in form and no 
good any longer as a car, but the 
elements are the same. Some peo- 
ple also wonder how will a person 
be able to burn in hell forever and 
forever and not be burned up or 
consumed. That is not hard for me 
to realize since it is God’s doing 
and not mine. If we recall where 
-God spoke to Moses in Exodus 3:2 
out of the burning bush, the Bible 
says, “. . . Behold, the bush that 
burned with fire, and the bush was 
not consumed.” 


No Hell, Says the False 
Teacher 


“Oh, but you cannot show me 
any where in the Scripture that it 
speaks of a hell.” “Then let us 
turn to Luke 16:19-31,” I said. 
“And we read in the 23rd verse, 
where the rich man being in hell, 
‘. . » He lifted up his eyes, being 
in torments, and seeth Abraham 
afar off, and Lazarus in his bos- 
om.’” But the Jehovah Witness 
said this was only a parable. I re- 
plied to this, “That is what you 
say but the Scripture does not say 
anything about this being a para- 
ble. And besides Christ calls the 
men by name which is unfamiliar 
to a parable.” 

“Anyway,” he said, “this flame

(Referring to Luke 16;) Have you 
ever heard the dead speak?” To 
this I had to answer, “No, I 
haven’t, but Christ said that He 
had.” Also in the Old Testament 
we have record where the Witch of 
Endor talked to Samuel, who was 
dead, for Saul. 


In Matthew 18 we have another 
reference to hell as a burning hell 
and everlasting fire, “. .. It is bet- 
ter for thee to enter into life halt 
or maimed, rather than having two 
hands or two feet to be cast into 
everlasting fire. (9) ... It is bet- 
ter for thee to enter into life with 
one eye, rather than having two 
eyes to be cast into hell fire.’’ Here 
again Christ is speaking and He 
tells us that hell is hot and He 
used the térm fire to tell us how 
hot and goes on to say that this 
fire is everlasting. Just because 
some people do not want to believe 
in hell, that does not do away with 
the fact of hell. Man as a sinner 
would like to do away with hell so 
he could continue on inhis sin with 
nothing to worry about, and noth- 
ing bad to look forward to. Neith- 
er does the spiting protest of the 
infidel put out the flames, nor do 
his shouts of disapproval bar the 
door to those who die in their sin. 
Feter in his second letter tells us 
that hell is a place of suffering 
and consciousness due to punish- 
ment, “The Lord knoweth how to 
deliver the godly out of temptation 
and to kéep the unrighteous under 
punishment unto the day of judg- 
ment” (II Peter 2:9 A.S.V.). In 
order for there to be punishment 
there has to be life, which will be 
the sinner, thus resulting into suf- 
fering. Just above, in the same 
chapter of Peter, the fourth verse 
tells us, “For if God spared not 
the angels that sinned, but cast 
them down to hell, and delivered 
them into chains (or pits) of dark- 


ness, to be reserved unto judg- 
ment; (5) And spared not the old 
world...’ What more of a warn- 
ing to mankind do we need than 
this that we have here in God’s 
Word. For the life of me, I cannot 
understand why these cults go out 
proclaiming that they are witnesses 
of God or Jehovah and they turn 
right around and do every thing 
they can to disprove every thing 
Christ has said; especially that 
which condemns them. If I was 
going out to represent an insur- 
ance company or to sell vacuum 
cleaners and I went about to dis- 
prove their good qualities, why I 
would starve to death if I was de- 
pending upon that for a living. 
But this type of teaching appeals 
to those who are looking for an 
easy way out; especially in the 
spiritual and moral realm. It has 
become a thing of the past for peo- 
ple to say to themselves, “Now 
where can I find a good funda- 
mental] church where the Bible is 
preached and upheld as God’s 
standard?” Now, they are saying, 
“Where is a church that believes 
the way I believe? Where is a 
church that will let me keep danc- 
ing, playing cards, taking a social 
drink and going to my clubs?” 
Well, do not think it out too loud, 
because the preachers of these type 
churches might mob you in an ef- 
fort to get you to promise to join 
their church.

looking in his Bible I said, “I take 
it you do not believe in the Trin- 
ity?’”’

Will there be tears in Heaven? 
Will there be sorrow and heartache 
for the Christian even after he has 
entered into his eternal home? 


This scriptural study starts with 
the text, “And God shall wipe 
away all tears from their eyes” 
(Rev, 21:4) and shows clearly that 
there will be tears in Heaven! 
Dr. Rice says, ““Tears in Heaven! 
It seems hardly possible. Yet God 
says there are tears there, and 
that when the last sinner has gone 
to Hell and the last gospel preach- 
ed and the earth is purged of all 
the taint and curse of sin and 
made new, He will wipe away all 
tears!”

God, but three different personal- 
ities. The Jehovah Witness said, 
“Well, I would not say that Jesus 
was God.” I replied, “Then let us 
see what God’s Word has to say 
about it. Turn with me please to 
John 1:1, where we find for our 
admonition, ‘In’ the beginning was 
the Word, and the Word was with 
God and the Word was God.’ The 
Word means Logos or Christ, so 
Christ is God.” At this point the 
Jehovah Witness stopped me and 
said, “The better translation is 
‘a God.’” To this I said, “Where 
do you find this?’”’ Then he reaches 
down into his leather book bag and 
pulled out the American Standard 
Version and turned to John 1:1 
and read it and it said the very 
same thing that the King James 
Version had said. This is what 
amused me; all through our con- 
versation he kept digging in his 
leather bag for translations and 
books to prove his point of argu- 
ment or doctrine. So when the 
American Standard Version had 
failed him, he resorted to the old 
faithful Watch Tower translation, 
which as he read it said, “. ..

glory of His Father, we are sol- 
emnly warned. 

There is no way to be true to 
Christ without being true to His 
Word. One cannot fully confess 
Christ before men without stand- 
ing up for the Word of God. 

Here the Word of God is held 
more important than all human 
fellowship or relationship. Paul 
said that even if an angel from 
Heaven should come to preach an- 
other gospel, he ought to be 
damned (Gal. 1:8, 9). Even if 
Paul the apostle should slip into 
sin and compromise (as great 
preachers sometimes do), then 
Paul himself should be counted 
accursed. Of the false teacher, 
even Paul or an angel from Hea- 
ven, Paul said, “Let him be ac- 
cursed.” The Word of God is more 
important than men. Standing 
true to the Bible is more impor- 
tant than “ecumenical fellowship.” 
Any pretended love for wicked 
men who are the enemies of the 
Bible is not real Christian love, 
because we are plainly commani- 
ed to let the Word of God itself 
be the issue. And one who is 
ashamed of the Word will find 
Jesus ashamed of him! 


V. Costs and Rewards of Con- 
fessing Christ Before Men 


We need not suppose that to 
stand up for Jesus, to confess Him 
openly, to defend His Word, to 
side with men who are persecuted 
for Christ’s sake, will be easy. 

In Matthew 10, before our text 
in verses 32 and 33, the Lord Je- 
sus had just warned His disciples 
that they would be delivered up 
to councils, would be scourged, 
and would be brought before gov- 


ernors and kings (vss. 17 and 18). 


They were warned that “the 
brother shall deliver up the broth- 
er to death, and the father the 
child: and the children shall rise 
up against their parents, and 
cause them to be put to death. 
And ye shall be hated of all men 
for my name’s sake...” (vss. 21 
and 22). And we are told that 
the world which hates Jesus will 
hate His disciples: ‘The disciple 
is not above his master, nor the 
servant above his lord. It is 
enough for the disciple that he be 
as his master, and the servant as 
his lord” (vss. 24 and 25).

1. The Faithful Christian, Then, 
Will Have the Enmity of This 
World 


: The out-and-out Christian who 
is not ashamed of Jesus but who 
takes his stand openly will have 
the enmity of this present world. 
The world hates Jesus. It rejected 
Him, mocked Him, crucified Hirn. 
And the men of today are as 
wicked as the men .of yesterday. 
The people of America are as 
wicked ,as the people of Jerusa- 
lem. Jesus again would be hated 
and slain if He should come again 
to earth anywhere in the world, 
Should He press the matter of 
salvation and rebuke sin as open- 
ly and demand absolute — sur- 
render, as He did before. This 
world is the enemy of Christ. “Ye 
adulterers and adulteresses, know 
ye not that the friendship of the 
world is enmity with God? 
Whosoever therefore will be a 
friend of the world is the enemy 
of God” (James 4:4). A good 
Christian is out of step in this 
world. A good Christian is no 
more at home in the present civi- 
lization than a loyal American 
citizen would be in Soviet Russia 


—far less in fact, for America and’ 


Russia are more nearly alike than 
the out-and-out Christian and the 
unconverted sinner: This is the 
age for crucifixion, not for reign- 
ing. It is the age for crosses, not 
for crowns. Here we are to suf- 
fer for Christ; later we are to 
reign with Him. 


So it is not easy for a Chris- 
tian to be out-and-out for Jesus. 


Many of us have felt critical 
of Simon Peter. But the rest of 
the disciples fled also. And how 
many of us renounce the Saviour 
by our silence if not by our words, 
by our associations if not with 
oaths and cursing! The cold song 
is right which says, “Is this vile 
world a friend of grace to lead me 
on to God?” Always in this world 
we must go with love for people 
who despise us or scoff at us. We 
must love and woo for . Christ 
those who mock at the blood of 
Jesus and who resist the call of 
the Holy Spirit. It is not easy to 
stand up for Jesus. 


2. Good Christians Must Suffer 
the Loss of Loved Ones and 
Friends for Christ's Sake 


Will you notice again that the 
Saviour said, “Think not that I 
am come to send peace on earth: 
I came not to send peace, but a 
sword.” And the enmity here, the 
division here, the variance here 
is between a Christian and his 
own loved ones, Jesus tells us! 
“For I am come to set a man 
at variance against his father, and 
the daughter against her mother, 
and the daughter in law against 
her mother in law. And a man’s 
foes shall be they of his own 
household.” 


It is sadly true that the good 
Christian who stands up for Jesus 
must suffer the loss of loved ones 
and friends. Those whom he loves 
best will think him a fool. Yet a 
Christian dare not love his father 
or mother more than Jesus or he 
is not worthy of Christ. He must 
not love son or daughter, wife, 
children, brother or sister, or even 
his own life more than Jesus, we 
are told. 

So James and John left their 
father and the ship to follow Je- 
sus. We can only read between 
the lines the heartbreak of leaving 
their own father to do the work 
of the ship with hired help. An- 
drew and Peter left their nets, 
too, and followed Jesus. Matthew 
(Levi) left his tax-collecting job 
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‘not able to kill the soul.” 


to follow Jesus. And one man 
vowed he would leave all and [ol- 
low Jesus, but first he must re- 
turn and wait for his father to 
die, then bury him. Jesus stern- 
ly told him, ‘‘Follow. me; and let 
the dead bury their dead” (Matt. 
8:22). 

I am sure that Jesus must have 
felt very desolate when His dis- 
ciples fersook Him ana fled in the 
Garden of Gethsemane (Matt. 26: 
96). He certainly was grieved over 
Peter’s denial. The failure of 
Christians and the loss of fellow- 
ship is always a heartbreak to 
those who stand up for Jesus. 

Paul knew what it was to have 
to break with Barnabas because 
Barnabas wanted Mark, the half- 
hearted, on the evangelistic and 
missionary team. Paul later had 
to face Peter at Antioch and re- 
buke him openly because Peter 
compromised to avoid offending 
the Judaizers. I have no doubt 
that many shunned Paul because 
he had differed with the great 
evangelist Peter, who had seen 
three thousand saved at Pente- 
cost! 

Later in Rome Paul wrote 
Timothy sadly, “This thou know- 
est, that all they which are in 
Asia be turned away from me: 
of whom are Phygellus and Her- 
mogenes” (II Tim. 1:15). I do sot 
wonder at the pleading of verse 8 
above when he said to Timothy, 
“Be not thou therefore asnamed

| remember hearing a young convert 
who got up to say something for Christ in 
the open air. Not being accustomed to 
speak, he stammered a good deal at first, 
when an infidel came right along and 
shouted out, “Young man, you ought to be 
ashamed of yourself, standing and talking 
like that.” ~“‘Well,” the young man replied, 
“I'm ashamed of myself, but I'M NOT 
ASHAMED OF CHRIST.” That was a good 
answer.—Moody. 
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of the testimony of our Lord, nor 
of me his prisoner... ,” 

Paul continued, “For Demas 
hath forsaken me, naving loved 
this present world, and is depart- 
ed unto Thessalonica; Crescens to 
Galatia, Titus unto Dalmatia” (II 
Tim, 4:10). : 

I do not mean that Demas was 
unsaved because he loved the 
present world and forsook Paul, 
nor that Phygellus and Hermog- 
enes and others of Asia Minor 
were not Christians because they 
were turned away from Paul. It 
is part of the reproach of the Gos- 
pel that “foes may hate and 
friends may shun me.” To lose 
the fellowship of good Christians 
simply because you are2 out-and- 
out for Christ is part of the price 
of discipleship, part of the cost 
one pays for claiming Christ open- 
ly, faithfully, throughout. 


3. But There Are Blessed Rewards 
Even Here for Being Unashamced 
of Christ and the Gospel 


Does the world hate good Chris- 
tians? Or perhaps harder to bear, 
does the world rather sneer at 
the Christian as a fool and a 
dreamer? Well, though there be 
the persecution of the fire and 
sword and prison, or the more in- 
sidious persecution of sneers and 
misunderstanding and casting out 
one’s name as evil, the Christian 
has blessed promises. We are 
plainly commanded, ‘Fear not 
them which kill the body, but are 
And 
Jesus reminds us tenderly, “Are 
not two sparrows sold for a farth- 
ing? and one of them shall not 
fall on the ground without your 
Father.’”” And God who cares for 
birds and ‘feeds them cares for 
us! And we are told, ‘But the 
very hairs of your head are all 
numbered. Fear ye not therefore, 
ye are of more value than many 


‘| sparrows” (Matt. 10:30, 3i). God 


will care for His own. 

Here is the secret of eternal 
life, and even of this life, “For 
whosoever will save his life shall 
lose it: but whosoever will lose 
his life for my sake, the same 
shall save it” (Luke 9:24). Here 
we find in the way of the cross 
the fullness of blessing. Here we 
find fellowship of Christ that 
those can never know who do not 
know persecution and reproach. 
Here we find the sweet day by 
day leading and provision which 
one can never have without pov- 
erty and trouble and loneliness, 
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Yes, the sweet promise is that 
those who claim the Lord Jesus 
will be claimed of Him. And not 
only before the Father in Heaven, 
but here on earth, too. For God 
the Father and the Son are mani- 
fested in the body of every Chris- 
tian by the Holy Spirit. The Holy 
Spirit reveals to the Christian 
when the Son claims the Christian 
before the Father. And tie Holy 
Spirit bears witness that we are 
owned of God even as the voice 
of God spoke aloud when Jesus 
was baptized, saying, “This is my 
beloved Son, in whom I[ am well 
pleased” (Matt. 3:17). God has 
subtle and intangible ways of 
making it certain that those who 
stand up for Him will have His 
approval and His blessing. 

In -Potiphar’s heathen house- 
hold, Joseph was found to be “a 
prosperous man.” Whatever he 
did, God was with him, Slandered, 
falsely accused and imprisoned, it 
was found that everything he did 
in the prison was well done and 
soon all was put in his charge. 


Daniel was a captive in far-off 
Babylon, yet the hand of God was 
with him and he was loved and 
honored. It is true that he suf- 
fered slander, the lion’s den, jeal- 
ousy and hate of others, but it 
was always manifested that God 
was with him. Both in our hearts 
and eventually before others, God 
makes it clear that He claims the 
one who claims Him. 


That is one reason for that 
remarkable paradox which Jesus 
mentioned. People now living kill 
the prophets; the next generation 
garnish their tombs! - Spurgeon 
was slandered and hated because 
he must leave the Baptist Union 
of Great Britain and Ireland pbe- 
cause of its “down grade move- 
ment,” with its modernism. But 
now Spurgeon is’ everywhere 
lauded and praised by the suc- 
cessors of those same Baptists! 


One who does not spare his life 
but loses it for Christ’s sake, shall 
find it! 

And always there is a joy, a 
certainty, an independence of men 
Which only those can know who 
speak out-and-out for God. 

When denominational leaders 
called on me and warned me in 
1926 in Fort Worth that, should I 


continue my _ testimony = about 
modernism and evolutionary 
teaching in Baylor University, 


they would see that doors were 
closed against me, see that I was 
publicly renounced, and could not 
get revival openings—I found, 
thank God, that God opened the 
doors for me all over America! 
Those who claim Christ need not 
fear. Those\who stand up boldly 
for Christ at great cost may be 
assured that God is faithful. Ev- 
ery hair on your head is counted. 
You are worth more to God than 
many of the little sparrows He 
watches so carefully, worth more 
than all the millions of wild flow- 
ers Which He clothes so beautiful- 
ly! So fear not! Stand up for Je- 
sus! Do not be ashamed. 


.|4.. But Oh, the Blessed Rewards 


Hereafter for Those Who Are 
True to Christ New! 

We do not have space to say 
all we would like to say. But the 
Scriptures we are expounding 
teach clearly that there are future 
and eternal rewards for those who 
confess Christ openly. 

In Matthew 10:32 Jesus plainly 
promised, “Whosoever therefore 
shall confess me before men, him 
will I confess also before my 
Father which is in heaven.’ We 
are right to infer that Christ ac- 
knowledges now those who ec- 
knowledge Him. But surely this 
means also that when we stand 
before the Father, Jesus Christ 
will claim us gladly. He is our 
Elder Brother and He is not 
ashamed to call us brethren! 

But the companion Scripture in 
Mark 8:38 makes it very clear 
that in the personal reign of 
Christ on earth, those who faith- 
fully claim Him now will have a 
blessed reward. “Whosoever there- 
fore shall be ashamed of me and 
of my words in this adulterous 
and sinful generation; of him also 
shall the Son of man be ashamed, 
when he cometh in the glory of 
his Father with the holy angels.” 
And Luke 9:26 says the same 
thing. Oh, when Christ comes rid- 
ing on a white horse with all the 
armies of Heaven following Him, 
when He comes and destroys the 
Man of Sin and puts to death the 
armies of the Antichrist and casts 
them and him into the lake of 


fire, when Jesus regathers the 
Jews to Palestine, purges out the 
rebels and establishes His throne 
at Jerusalem, then the dear Lord 
Jesus will be ashamed of those 
who are ashamed of Him, and He 
will confess those who confessed 
Him! 

In fact, that is part of a de- 
tailed prophecy Jesus gave in 
Matthew 25. In the judgment of 
the nations (literally of the Gen- 
tiles) described in Matthew 25:31- 
46, we learn that all those who 
will have taken up for the breth- 
ren of Christ will be taken into 
the kingdom. The fact that they 
are for Jesus Christ is made clear 
when they take up for those per- 
secuted for Jesus’ sake and risk 
their lives and all on God’s side. 


And more than once we are 
plainly told how in the millennial 
reign, those who are faithful now 
will reign with Christ. “Tf we suf- 
fer, we shall also reign with him: 
if we deny him, he also will deny 
us” (II Tim, 2:12). And the Lord 
promised to the church in Thya- 
tira, “And he that overcometh, 
and keepeth my works unto the 
end, to him will I give power over 
the nations: And he shal! rule 
them with a rod of iron... .” 
(Rev. 2:26, 27). 

Time fails us to tell cf the 
blessed rewards which will be an- 
nounced for the outspoken Chris- 
tian at the judgment seat of 
Christ, and the glorious rewards 
when Jesus sets out to pay back 
in the kingdom all that we have 
lost, all we have suffered, al] the 
friendships broken, all the tears, 
all the slights, all the misunder- 
standings, all the persecutions! 
We who claim the Lord Jesus may 
be sure He will claim us. 

Now in conclusion, may the 
dear Lord give us grace not to 
be ashamed of Jesus. Let us think 
again of the two last verses of 
the song-poem, ‘‘Ashamed of Je-

The road that the good Chris- 
tian walks is a narrow road, It is 
the way of crucifixion, the way of 
reproach. The crown of the Chris- 
tian now is the crown of thorns 
such as Jesus wore. The servant 
is no better than his lord. But 
oh, the crucified Saviour will be 
very near to everyone who stands 
up for Him, who claims Him 
openly, who holds to those who 
speak out for Jesus and suffer 
for Jesus. He will prov2 Himself 
consciously close to those who de- 
fend the Gospel of Christ and 
bear whatever reproach and sepa- 
ration come inevitably to an out- 
spoken Christian. 

After all, the only thing that 
matters is that the dear Lord Je- 
sus will be pleased with us. What 
glad day if He but smile upon us 
and say, “Well done thou gocd 
and faithful servant, thou hast 
been faithful in a few things.” 
How sweet our joy will be! 

One knows something of the 
heart of God, if he has been giv- 
en the great privilege of rearing 
little children. My six daughters 
have such a hold on my heart that 
I know a little of the compassion 
of the Lord. And many, many 
times each of those daughters has 
come to Daddy to get comfort 
over some slight or to get a bump 
kissed or to get’ a scratch or cut 
doctored. How often, how often 
a little girl with tears still on 
her face would look up into Dad- 
dy’s face, smile and say, after lI 
had kissed the sore place and hug- 
ged her tight, “It’s well now! It’s 
well!” 

So when we see Jesus and He 
washes away all tears, and gives 
honor to whom honor is cue, and 
when many of the first shall be 
last and the last first, then the 
Lord Jesus will kiss all the bumps 


and then we can say, “It’s well 
now! It’s well!” 
O Lord Jesus, let us not he 


ashamed of Thee and of thy Word!
